2. Claims 1 -62, 64, 70, 1 00-1 33 are cancelled. Claims 63, 65-69, 71 -99 are pending. 

Examiner's Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 63, 65-69, 71-99 are allowable. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The most pertinent prior art known by the Examiner is listed in the attached form PTO- 
892. Maze etal. (WO 02/38686 A2) is closest prior art, which teach an anti-corrosion coating 
composition for metal parts, characterized in that it comprises: at least one particulate metal; an 
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organic solvent; a thickener; a silane-based binder, preferably carrying epoxy functional groups; 
molybdenum oxide (Mo0 3 ); possibly a silicate of sodium, potassium or lithium, and; water. 

Maze et al. do not expressly teach a reinforcing agent for the anticorrosion properties of 
the composition selected from the group consisting of yttrium, zirconium, lanthanum, 
praseodymium and neodymium, in the form of oxides, wherein said reinforcing agent for the 
anticorrosion properties of the composition is associated with molybdenum oxide (Mo0 3 ) in a 
weight proportion of 0.25 < anticorrosion property reinforcing agent : Mo0 3 <20. 

Maze etal. taken alone or in combination do not teach or fairly suggest the claimed 
anticorrosion coating composition for metal parts, which composition contains: 10% to 40% by 
weight of at least one particular metal, 0.5% to 1 0% by weight of a reinforcing agent for the 
anticorrosion properties of the composition selected from the group consisting of yttrium, 
zirconium, lanthanum, praseodymium and neodymium, in the form of oxides, wherein said 
reinforcing agent for the anticorrosion properties of the composition is associated with 
molybdenum oxide ( Mo0 3 ) in a weight proportion of 0.25 < anticorrosion property reinforcing 
agent : Mo0 3 <20, 3% to 20% by weight of a binder, wherein said binder is a mixture of an 
alkoxylated silane and another compenent; and either water optionally associated with one or 
more organic solvents, or one or more inter-miscible organic solvents selected from the group 
consisting of white spirits, alcohols, ketones, aromatic solvents, glycol solvents, acetates, 
nitropropane and their mixtures. Accordingly, the presently claimed invention as defined by 
claims 63, 65-69, 71 -99 is patentable with respect to prior art of record.
